A Marvelous Implement of War In- 
vented by an American.

The English Military Authorities En- 
raptured With the Gun—A Weapon 
Revolutionizing the Science of War 
—Destription of the Remarkable 
Invention. 


By Telegravh to the Post-Disvatch. 

New York, June 13.—The following correspond- 
ence is publisbed in a morning paper to-day: 

Lowpon, May 28.—There are three American 
features in the Inventors’ Exhibition which attract 
more attention, it may be safely said, than all the 
rest of the show combined—the Waltham watch ex- 
hibit, with its miniature factory at work, the Troy 
Laundry, andthe Maxim Gun. The last is the 
marvel of the town, the thing about which every- 
body hears first of from those who have been to the 
exhibition, and the.object of a deeper interest 
among military men than any other invention has 
evoked in many years. The Prince of Wales, Mr. 
Gladstone, the Duke of Edinburgh, Field Marshal 
the Duke of Cambridge, and everybody else worth 
mentioning from the publicor historic point’ of 
view, have visited the gun, set it in 
motion, and united in declaring it 


the most wonderful of creations. The authorities at 
the War Office regard it as revolutionizing the sci- 
ence of war, and the crowds at the Exhibition have 
hung around the section where it is displayed all 
day long in the hoge that the inventor may come 
and explain it somebody in their hearing. 
It das been very fully described over here, both in 
technical and general Pape but, save in the Sci- 
entific American, which reprinted an article, little 
seems to have been said about it in Mr. Maxim's 
own — Conceive a weapon weighing 
only  sixty-fiv pounds, ‘mounted upon a 
light tripod, which can be lowered, raised, 
moved laterally with one hand as easily 
as a garden hose, and which pours out, automati- 
cally, 600 shots 4 minute, There is no crank to 
turn, there is no labor of feeding.

WOODEN SHIPS. 


The Large Vessel Being Built mt 
Rockport, Maine, 


A Veritable Floating Hotel—The Pride 
and Boast of the Snug Seaport Vil- 
lage—Description of the Huge Craft. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Bancor, Mz., June 18—The diy of wooden sail- 
ing ships is not yet past, and Maine. if she does not 
build so many craft now as she didin the palmy 
days of clippers before the war, launches craft of 
such beauty and size as would have astonished the 
old timers. The Red Jacket, a ciipper of 1854, 
was called a wonder at less than 2,000 tons net; the 
Ocean King, 2.884 tons, at. Kennebec, in 1874, was 
never expected to be surpassed, and Bath thought 
she had taken final first place with the Henry B.

Insome of the Depa and 
notably inthe Post Office Department, where 
changes were sought to be made, the Democratic 
applioants were told that they must prefer charges 
against the men in office, in order to secure thei 
removal.

Bruggemann in the House of Delegates, is being 
cPiticised at the City lL It provides that no 
sprinkling sbali be donéon the streets except be 
tween the, hours of 8p. m.and 6 a, m. avy 
penalties are provid for a violation of the 
ordinance. The operation of such a measure as 
this on the streets paved with limestone macadam 
would be practically to deprive residents of the 
benefit of sprinkling altogether. The effect of 
night sprinkling would not be apparent during the 
day hours when the streets are filled with heavy 
traffic. It is well known that the macdamized 
streets uire sprinkling at least five times a day 
to keep the dust down.

George Sand was born in 1804, and descended 
from Marshal Saxe, the natural son of the 
King of Poland. This Marshal Saxe was one 
of the bravest but most licentious men of his 
time—a time not noted for its domestic virtues.

an aristocratic home. But her unbounded 
vitality called loudly for an out-of-door life, 
and she lived the life of a boy, never w 
of its rude sport and enjoying its sometimes 
dangerous excitements. At the close of her 15th 
year she was taken to tho A Convent 
in Paris, where she remained for three years. 

She came out of .the convent a young 
woman knowing absolutely nothing of rea! life.

De Lamennois, 
Pierre Leroux, Michel, Alfred de Musset, 
Chopin, Liszt, Delacroix, Beranger, Saint 
Beuve, Gustave Planche, Mazzini were her 
friends, her intimates, or her lovers.

Alfred de Musset was the first who found 
favor with her heart, it appears, and they were 
inseparably associated for about three years, 
This brilliant young poet, so ske tical, so sad, 
BO audacious, 80 dissolute, was 
the first of this tamous coterie 
of men to become madly infatuated with 
George Sand—but far from the last. It is 
asserted that each in turn, and many more be- 
side, were the victims of her luring wiles. For 
ecw h years the wildest stories were afloat con- 
cerning her and her enchantments. And the 
fact that two or three of her most ardent wor- 
shipers ended their lives for her sake onl 
added to the interest and the horror with which 
the world of respectability and morality looked 
upon this strange woman. She had broken 
once for all with the world of conventionality, 
and was free to follow ,whatever inclination 
seized upon her,, unrestrained by aught but 
conscience, for I am far from thinking that 
she ever parted permanently with that disa- 
greeable but useful monitor. 

So she lived out her brief romance with De 
Musset, and, apparently unmindful of his ic 
end, entered upon a new episode of her life 
with that most remarkable modern musical 
genius, Chopin. 

She was faithful and devoted to him for 
about eight years—a part of which time they 
spent upon the Island of Majorca in almost 
utter solitude, He was a morbid, dreary in- 
valid, jealous beyond endurance, and efter: 
suffering much at his hands, probably mus 
more than she had at the hands of r Mon- 
sieur Dudevant, and she abandoned him also. 
Less blame has been attached to her in hig case 
than in that of poor Alfred de Musset, who 
had the sympathy of all classes and conditions 
of men, apparently, from that day to this. 
She tried to vindicate herself in the affair by 
— a book entitled “Elle et Lui,” 
wherein She depicted the sufferings of an an- 
gelic woman, all tenderness, love and patience 
whose fate was joined to that of a man all 
egotism, selfishness, sensuousness and eccen- 
tricity. 

How dly the woman suffered and how 
wantonly the man — happiness away is told 
with all the impassioned fer vor of George Sand 
in her early writings. The taste of the whole 
proceeding was revoltingly low, and no more 
than matched by that of the rejoinder, which 
was made in a book called ‘Lui et Elle,” writ- 
ten by Paul de Musset after his brother’s death. 
In book the picture is reversed—a hideous 
woman is portrayed, utterly selfish, dissolute, 
h and her lover, who is easily recog- 
nized as Musset himself; is described as having 
almost allof the heroic virtues. Both books 
pete thoroughly Frenchy—thoroughly execra-

Perhaps we shall get to the point 
where only opera companies and the leading 
tragedians and comedians, or, perhaps, a whole 
circus, will satisfy the premature tasse of the 
young things. While this will be rather destmictive 
of the old-time picnic, it will open a wide field for 
unemployed professional talent.

EUROPEAN NOTES. 


The ministerial crisis in England has not only 
monopolized the attention of the three kingdoms 
since Monday last, but also furnished the main 
tapic of discussion throughout Europe; for English 
affairs are so intimately connected,in one way or 
another, with those of the continent, that any im- 
portant change in the former is immediately felt in 
every great political center. The defeat of the 
Gladstone ministry was as unexpected as it was un- 
dignified. Nobody except those in the secret—if 
secret there were—imagined defeat possible; cer 
tainly nobody dreamed it would eome on such a 
contemptible issue as a proposed tax on spirits and 
beer. The peculiar circumstances ef the case afford 
some ground for the rumor that the ministers, if 
they did not actually invite the hostile vote, were 
not specially sorry when it came, and that they 
were rather glad than otherwise of an opportunity 
to step down and out and let the opposition try its 
hand in the adjustment of the diverse and complex 
business now ieft at loose ends. Be this as it may, 
tne coalition majority has evidently “bitten off 
more than it can chew,” The old Government bas 
been pulled duwn, but the material of a new Gov- 
ernment is not at present visible. No competent 
successor to Gladstone can be found inthe Tory 
ranks, or indeed any where else, and whoever under- 
takes to fill that very large vacany is liable to be 
badly swamped. Aside from this fact, the difficul- 
ties of forming a new Administration so late in the 
parliamentary day, and om the eve of @ 
general election, are so great that it 
is by no means improbable that if 
Giadstone will consent to remain, the reins will 
not be transferred until after the election. 
Nothing but a high seuse of duty, however, will 
induce him to accept the thankless task; and he 
will naturally do no more than is absolutely neces 
sary during what is virtually an interregnum. Late 
advices seem to indicate that he may be spared 
further trouble in the matter, and that Lord Salis 
bury will endeavor to supply his place providing 
suitable colleagues can be persuaded to assist. 

Meanwhile the Parnellites are jubilant over the 
result, to which they contributed thirty-nine votes. 
The reasons for this jubilation are not very clear to 
an impartial eye at this distance from the scene. 
What the Irish cause is to gain by the downfall of 
the best Ministerial friend Ireland is ever had, and 
the elevation of a party which has been the persist- 
ent opponent of every form of Irish liberty, we, at 
least, are quite unable to see. Unless all Tory pre- 
cedents and principles in relation to Ireland are to 
be completely ignored from this time forth, Mr. 
Parnell and his friends have committed a grievous, 
if not fatal, error—and will discover that fact before 
they are six months older. 

The journalists of London are about to do a very 
graceful thing in the erection, in St. Paul's Cathe 
dra}, of a suitable monument to the war correspond- 
ents of the London press who were sacrificed in 
the miserable Soudan campaign. Six of these 
gallant gentlemen perished; throwing away 
precious lives—for what? If the pro- 
posed monument dares to tell the trve 
story of their dismal and useless fate, it will be a 
much-needed warning and rebuke to Governmental! 
war-makers, and perhaps discourage such bloody 
blunders in the future. But nothing can bring back 
to family, friends and country these poor victims of 
the Soudan flasco: O'Donovan, Viritelly, Burnaby, 
Herbert, Cameron and Roberts. 

Michael Davitt has received an ovation in Dublin, 
on the expiration of his “ticket-of-leave™ term; and, 
encouraged thereby, will be a candidate for Par- 
iament from County Mayo at the approaching 
election. Dr. Higgins, bishop of Kerry, received an 
ovation of a different sort on his returnto Killar- 
ney from the council of Irish bishops at Rome. The 
town authorities refused himan address of wel- 
come, the people closed their houses, and nobody 
appeared to escort him from the depot to his resi- 
dence. The bishop, it seems, is considered un- 
friendly to the national cause; af any rate, he re- 
fused to sign a petition for the reprieve of a patriot 
who had shot a bailiff, and denied the clergy of his 
diocese the privilege of attending the funeral of the 
executed criminal. This new phase of boycotting 
has a significance which requires no comment. 

The sensational romance to the effect that Gordon 
is still alive somewhere in Southern Africa may be 
dismissed as an unusually impudent lie, coined 
to meet the popular demand for such. 
Tne usual Soudan lies about Osman 
Digna are sharply exploded by the report that his 
Arabs are attacking Suakim every day. But the 
Soudan has proved to be such an exhaustiess fount- 
ain of telegraphic falsehood that few persons now 
care for anything coming from that quarter. 

France, barring a serious accident at Thiers 
from a falling staircase, has been remarkably dull 
the past week. The politicians are waiting to see 
the outcome of the English crisis, and predicting 
trouble therefrom in the Suez Canal Commission 
aud Egyptian affairs generally. In the Chamber 
of Deputies, Bishop Huppel’s amendment to the 
recruiting bill, exempting young men training for 
the priesthood from military service, has been re- 
jected; so there will be no escape for this rather 
large class of citizens, who naturally have little 
taste for the perils and profanity of army life. 

Spain comes forward with a disagreeable contri- 
bution in the shape of a cholera epidemic in 
Valencia, and a number of well-authenticated cases 
elsewhere. The Government is taking all possibie 
precautions now; but if the precautions had been 
taken last winter it would have been vastly better. 
Other countries are very wisely establishiag*strict 
quarantine against Spain. 

Russia is also deeply interested in the collapse of 
the Gladstone ministry, fearing it may postpone or 
complicate the Afgian settlement. Rumora of 
the death of the Ameer have been revived, 
and should they be confirmed there is liable to be a 
revolution in Afghanistan, or at least such popular 
disturbances as will give Russia sufficient excuse 
for armed intervention, in the interests of peace,” 
of course. There may be something more than a

A stamp collector called at the office of the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue forthe purpose of 
seeing if he could obtain a set of the Internal Reye- 
nue stamps. He wasinfermed by the official in 
charge that proofs of these stamps were never 
given out, and that collected stamps wentto the 
macerator with the paper money when itis with- 
drawn from circulation. The revenue stamps are 
altogether too valuable to be trusted in the bands 
of collectors, even when they are canceled. Some 
of the stamps re nt a value of $5,000 each. The 
collector asked if there was any way in which 
these stamps could be obtained, “The only way,” 
said this official, “is to take them from the pack- 
ages of manufacturers or deaiders, after they have 
complied with the law but even this is forbidden,and 


if your the stamp froma package becomes 
known to an official of this bureau, it would be his

duty to arrest 2 and have you ) . 
his Official added that very few private citizens 
understood che extreme rigor of the revenue law 
on this subject. For instance, it is the duty of 
every smoker who buysa box of cigars to scrape 
the stamp off from the box and destroyit. Every 
failure to destroy this stamp renders the owner ‘of 
the box liable to a penalty of $50 fine andten days 
in jail. If this law were enforced to-morrow it is 
probable that the great majority of the smokers of 
the country would have to go to prison. 


This law is so strict that there never has been 
any attempt made to enforce it. The only cases 
that have ever been pushed under it were when 
sellers of cigars and tobacco have sought to use the 
stamped kages over again. This official of the 
Internal Revenue said that he kuew of no place in 
the country where the revenue laws were so freely 
violated as ia Washington. There were more un- 
licensed dealers in whisky and tobacco in this town 
than in any other city. The reson why there were 
so many evasions of the law here was because none 
of the dealers had ever been raided. — thought 
that a general raid upon the liquor ànd tobacco 
dealers here would result in wholesale arrests.

Revenue Bureau in favor of an abolition of the to- 
bacco tax. A prominent official in that bureau

| PETTICOAT LANE. 


A Stroll Through the Terrible “Slam” 
Quarter of London. 


The Underground Dwellings Where 
Thieves and Murderers Have Their 
Headquarters—The Solitary Wel- 
come Guest— Rag Fair“ and the 
Curious Mobs it Gathers—A Visit to 
a Place Where No Man's. Life is Safe 
for a Moment, 


One of the very worst districts of London (prob - 
ably the very worst now that Hattan Garden is no 
more) is that long narrow lane, with its neighbor- 
hood, known to the initiated as Petticoat“ Lane to 
the uninitiated as Middlesex street. It is cutin 
two, almost even halves, by a broader thoroughfare 
whose name, according to the directory I forget. 
but which is popularly called Rag Fair after the 
Sunday morning ceremonial. The residents of the 
entangled network of lanes, alleys and small streets 
which fill the angles formed by this cross glory in 
a character which is not in the slightest degree 
doubtful; being well known to be as bad as that of 
any buman beings can possibly be. The dangerous 
classes of London and Paris differ in one most 
essential re spect from the same kind ef people in 
America. Probably the very worst slums of New 
York contain no creatures whose criminal genealogy 
dates back beyond one or two gen- 
erations. The city itself has not been in 
existence over 200 years, while its slums can scarcely 


boast an existence of much over half that period. 
London, on the contrary, was a city prior to 
the discovery of America. Its giums reckon their 
age by centuries, while the inhabitants are the re- 
suit o „5 Beene of depravity, and could, 
were it bie in those localities to keep a 
family tree, trace their descent in crime back from 
father to son for many generations. tticoat Lane 
has one feature liar to iteelf. That is the great 
Sunday market from which Rag Fair takes its 
name. People who haye traveled through 
many and seen some strange 
and awe-inspiring sights have never met 
with anythi at once so wonderful in 
its uniqueness; so pietu in its utter repul- 
siveness; so horrible and yet so fascinating as this 
great free eant. e among the 
siguts whi ature offers to her children. On 
week days the neighborhood is nearly deserted, at 
night almost equal.y so, The criminal tendencies of 
Petticoat Lane are not of a noisy or demonstrative 
sort, This is 
THE GREAT CRIMINAL MANUFACTORY 
of the world. Here the most dangerous thieves, 
housebreakers and murderers graduate, and serve 
their apprenticeships, tive and die. Many of them 
are utterly unknown tothe police save by name 
and the effects of their life work. Scores of them 
have never been seen by mortal eye, o.her than 
their pals. Here the Fagins of, London Society 
ply their trade. in this locality are the great meil- 
ing pots, 2 day and night, and here the spoils of 
22 jewel robberies are melted down and divided. 
u those dark, silent houses the pickpockets of 
London are trained in their arts, and here those 
strange, mysterious murders that convulse 
London society are planned and committed. 
Persons may pass through Middlesex street dur- 
ing the day time, if they walk straight ahead, and 
show no signs of curiosity.’ But it is not safe to 
venture into thé alleys at any time. Behind those 
silent, ever-closed shutiers the baleful eyes of des- 
perate men and women watch your every move- 
ment. Let them but once suspect that you area 
spy, and your life is not worth an hour's purcuase. 
10 all appearance Middiesex street is one of the 
quietest streets in London. Occasionally, however, 
a knot of villainous-looking men will gatuer in some 
corner of the street, t ia low tones, and in a 
language as uniateligib.e to ordinary mortais as 
Sans«rit. Now and again a flaunting woman in 
bright red or blue skirts will fling herself —no other 
word-ex presses the movement—from one house to an- 
other; or the measured siep of the pokceman whose 
duty it is to pass turou. h Middlesex street from end 
to end, onceg@very haif-hour, breaks the almost vault- 
like silence of the week-day. but this is all. 
These policemen take then lives in taeir hands 
every time ti pass ibrough this quiet, but dan- 
gerous thor fare. Now and again the dead body 
of one of the found lying iu some quiet spot. miles 
away from his beat, but more often tney disappear 
from view altogecher, vavishing like tiie flame of a 
candle extinguished by a breeze. At night tue whole 
neighborhood is dark, stlentand deserted. Now 
ana again the sound of a scuffle is heard in one of 
the dar« bind alieys, leading nowhere, with which 
the neighborhood abouuds.
